SCHOOL 

The primary purpose of the Correspondence School 
is to encourage as many Christians as we can to study 
the Bible and related subjects. There is no blessing 
equal to the personal reward derived from a study of 
the Word, The only requirement is an earnest desire 
and determination to study the Word. When the stu¬ 
dent faithfully sets aside a certain period of time for 
systematic study, rapid progress will be the reward. 

A certificate is awarded by the College upon satisfac¬ 
tory completion of each subject. In addition, the stu¬ 
dent will earn a Preliminary Teacher Training Certif¬ 
icate, issued by the Evangelical Teacher Training 
Association, Wheaton, 111., upon completion of the 
first six subjects. 


COURSES GIF STUDY 

1. BIBLE SURVEY - Genesis to Esther 

The Bible Survey subjects are not intended to be 
intensive. Each book is outlined and its importance in 
the plan of redemption is emphasized. Important fea¬ 
tures and teachings are examined, and in general, a 
bird's-eye view is retained, 

2. BIBLE SURVEY - Job to Malachi 

3. BIBLE SURVEY - New Testament 

4. UNDERSTANDING PEOPLE

THE MILESTONE 



Contrary to popular belief the MILESTONE is 
not named after the President of our college — 
Mr. George Miles. 

The name MILESTONE was derived from the 
stone in Washington D,C. called Zero 
Milestone 1 ' which has inscribed on it the follow¬ 
ing: "Starting point of the first transcontinental 
Motor convoy over the Lincoln Highway, 

In the first publication which came out in 1949, 
the foreword to the book read as follows: As we 
seniors present to you this, the first MILESTONE 
of the school we look ahead and realize that in a 
real sense our school days truly have been only the 
first milestone in our Christian service to our Lord.
